Scotland Yard at Fauit! 


Before returning to England a Christmas

not on his stomach—with a Merry Wife 
or two laughing louder than on the stage.

Germany's strict neutrality’’ 
proclaimed last night on the official German wireless. 


According to the Riga Correspondent of the Stefani Agency 
who quotes reliable information from Moscow Stalin is shortly to 
visit Russian soldiers on the Finnish front. 


With their machine-guns, and 
using every bit of the country which 
they know so well for cover, the 
Finns are putting 3 a formidable de- 
fence, states the Press Association 
Foreign Special Helsinki telegram. 

One of their advantages in this 
wild sector is the training which 
every Finnish soldier has received in 
map - reading. 

The problem of how to find a way

Finnish soldiers, who 
are practised in night skirmishing, were 
here employing tactics already so success 
fully used at Suomussalmi. 


THE TORCH-BEARERS 


Each patrol of ten or twelve men is pro- 
vided with a powerful electric torch. One 
man takes the torch and flashes it at the 
enemy, while the rest lay hideen in their 
white cloaks in the snow and take care- 
ful aim. The torch-bearer has a perilous 
task, for he constitutes a brilliant target 
for enemy rifles, but ęyery time a torch- 


bearer falls a new member of the patrol 


jumps up and takes the torch from him. 
Then at a sudden signal the torch is 
switched off, the patrol changes its posi- 
tion, and starts a fresh attack from 
another angle. 

The shelling of Viipuri (Viborg), which 
has now been continuing for many weeks, 
is a desultory and spasmodic affair, which 
has never seriously interrupted the life of 
the town. 

Sometimes the shells do not even land 
anywhere near the town, and, in any case, 
their force is so spent that they do no 
damage comparable with that of the 
‘Russian bombers.

Since 80 per cent. of the Rumanian oil 
industry is foreign-owned, principally by 
Britain, France, and the Oni States, 
Rumania can meet the German demands 
only by defying the Allied warnings, and 
levying quotas for Germany on the Allied- 
owned companies. 

Rumanian official nervousness is 
heightened by articles in the London Press

The public revelation of the recent enor- 
mous growth in the despatch of food and 
clothing to Germany has produced a 
diminution in the feeling aroused by the 
Anglo-American controversies over the 
— 2 examination of United States 
mail. 

It is believed that the United States 
concedes the right of Britain to examine 
such parcels, but will continue to dispute 
the: British right to censor letter corre- 
spondence. It is widely known in this 
country that since the stoppage of German 
sailings German shipping offices have been 
exclusively engaged in booking orders for 
food to be bought in Holland and shipped 
to given addresses in Germany. 

This practice enables Germans here to 
feed relatives at home, and, in addition, 
provides Germany with foreign exchange 
reserves. 

Mr. T. E. Kessemeier, President of the 
Fortra Corporation, revealed a day or two 
ago that his corporation had been wire- 
lessing funds to Holland for the purchase 
and shipment of food to Germany, and that 
the volume of this business now exceeds 
1,000,000 dollars (about £200,000) a year. 

Branches throughout the United States 
had, he disclosed, already collected money 
for 30,000 packages which contain butter, 
cheese, evaporated milk, coffee and cocoa, 
none of the packages costing more than 10 
dollars. 

Fortra is incorporated under the New 
York State laws to do a foreign forwarding 
business, and comprises employés and 
former officials of the Hamburg-Amerika 
and North German Lloyd Steamship lines.

A scarcity of bacon, eggs and milk, 
unless the present shortage of feedling stuffs 
is rectified, was prophesied by Mr. Wilfrid 
Roberts (L., Cumberland, N.), raising the 
question of agriculture and food produc- 
tion. 

The farmer is not crying ‘wolf, wolf’ 
for no reason,” he declared. Owing to the 
shortage of animal feeding stuffs, many 
producers of food were facing ruin. This 
would soon affect the consumer. 

No one was hatching chickens for next 
year, and their breakfast egg would not be 
there in the autumn. Breeding stocks of 
pigs were being slaughtered in many 
places. 

Among things, he ‘suggested, we could 
not afford were to feed hunters on oats, to 
allow people to put anything they liked 
into biscuits for dogs, to have beer of the 
same quality. We could free 500,000 tons 
of barley, to be turned into bacon or some 
other necessity, by reducing supplies to 
brewers and distillers to 60 per cent. 


FOOD MINISTER’S REPLY 


Mr. W. S. Morrison, Food Minister, 
said that the importation of feeding stuffs 
for live-stock was part of the cereal 
problem as a whole. Cereals accounted for 
about half the total shipping requirements 
of the Food Ministry. Wheat was the solo 
cereal stored before war broke out, becauss 
it could be fed to animals as well as 
human beings. There had been a consider- 
able period, now happily ended, during 
which their consumption of grain for bread 
exceeded the importation. The store of 
wheat carried the people through that 
period with bread and flour unaffected in 
quantity or quality, and at a steady price. 
During that time it was not possible to 
bring in the customary supplies of animal 


feeding stuff. 


IMPROVING SITUATION 


The Minister then frankly stated that 
during December it was not possible to 
release more than 30 per cent. of normal 
animal feeding-stuffs requirements. There 
had since been a considerable improve- 
ment. This month supplies were raised 
first to 40 per cent., and then to 50 per 
cent. of normal requirements. In the case 
of offals they were raised to 66 per, cent. 
The position now was even more en- 
couraging. It had been possible from 
January 23 to increase supplies to 66 per 
cent. of normal requirements all round. 
He was not unhopeful of the future, but 
he did not consider it reasonable to expect 
full pre-war supplies of imported feeding- 
stuffs to be maintained. The utmost 
economy of overseas foodstuffs 
essential. 


INDEFENSIBLE POSITION 
Mr. Lloyd George (Liberal, Carnarvon 


Burghs), who conducts farming on a con- 
siderable scdle at Churt, considered the 
subject under debate probably one of the 
most important factors in victory or 
defeat. It was gratifying to know that 
there was to be an improvement, but in 
the meantime they had had to part with 
their herds to a large extent. 

The position was unexpected following 
statement after statement that plenty of 
feeding-stuffs were available. They had 
had clear warning for six months before 
war came, but when it did come there were 
no stores of feeding-stuffs, and many, 
cattle-owners, pig-breeders and poultry- 
keepers had to find refuge from bank- 
ruptcy in the slaughterhouse. It was 
really one of the most indefensible posi- 
tions that any Minister had placed himself 
in,

GENERAL RESTRAINT 


A remarkable example was the Children’s 
Act, under Section 58 of which there might 
be brought before the Petty Sessions any 
person apparently under ‘fourteen years of age 
who was found wandering without having 
any settled abode or visible means of sub- 
sistence ; but a still more remarkable example 
was the School Attendangp Act, 1926. á 

They had countless Statutes, Orders and 
regulations imposing general restraint upon 
the liberty of everybody. They had the 
necessity tor obtaining licences to buy and 
sell goods under the Control of Manufactures 
Act, licences under the Customs and Revenue 
Acts, export and import licences, and licences 
to own property of different kinds—all 
restraints upon liberty.

The London discount market yesterday 
experienced the worst squeeze conditions for 
some considerable time. One of the clearing 
banks actually raised its bill money rate to 
1} per cent., while the effective bill rate, 
notwithatanding continued expectations of 
some reduction in money rates in the near 
future, hardened to Im per cent. 

In the light of the Bank return, the 

the squeeze can hardly be con- 
sidered surprising. Public deposits have shot 
up by a further £19,510,000 to £56,687 ,000— 
certainly by far the highest figure recorded 
for many years past. Notwithstanding this 
immobilisation of funds, the credit base has 
actually been shortened by reductions 
totalling £6,094,000 in the securities holding, 
as compared with an increase of only 
£4,657,000 in the reserve, due to the return 
of notes from circulation. Several factors 
account for this piling up of funds on Govern- 
ment accounts. The chief is the fact that 
the authorities, in easing the credit position 
before the turn of the year (by special pur- 
chases of January bills direct from the 
clearing banks), acquired virtually the whole 
of this week’s Treasury bill maturities. 


IMPORTANT FACTOR 


‘A further important factor has been the 
exceptionally heavy payment of taxes to the 
Exchequer. In the past fortnight the revenue 
réturns have shown a substantial surplus, 
while, in addition, applications for Savings 
Certificates and Defence Bonds have been 
running at the rate of about £6,500, 
weekly.
